June, just passed, wus the second 
hottest Juno on record in a century, 
according to statistics furnished by 
tho Jleteror .tiric R. Miller, meteor- 
ologist, at the U. S. weather bureau 
•here. 
The average temperature 


compiled from readings taken every 
hour during the month fell only |4 
of a defrres below the record set in 
1S73, 
when the mercury registered 


a moan temperature of 72.5. 
The 


mean for June, 1921, was 72.1. 


Despite the fact that June 
just 


passed was not a^ hot as a whole, it 
tshowed a hjgher maximum temper- 
ature 
It:-, highest was 91 while in 


1S73 the mercury hit its highest at 
S9. Over a period of -IS years June, 
1021, 
was the hottest 
on record. 


The 
temperature 
for the month 


was 4.9 degrees aoove the normal, 


July is starting 
out the same 


way, 
'according to Mr. Miller. 
So 


far the mercury has remained be- 
tween 10 and 11 degrees above nor- 
mal and there is no relief in sig-ht 
ior at least five days to come, he 
jsaid. The highest up to 2:30 today 
was 91 degrees. A cool drive of 
wind would take at least four or 
five days to reach here. Mr. Miller 
said. "Local thunder showers may 
relieve the heat temporarily but it 
wi:i eontiue hot for the remainder 
of the week at least. 


Crops in northern Wisconsin have 


been seriously injured by a continua- 
tion of the hot dry weather, while 
those in Southern Wisconsin have 
been improved as a result of the 
rains June 26 and 27, Joseph A. 
Becker of the state crop service re- 
ports. 


Grasshopper damage is adding: to 


the seriousness of the situation 
in 


northern Wisconsin where the pests 
have overrun the fields. 


Winter grains are ripening fast, 


with rye soon to be out with -i fair 
yield, ;ind winter wheat shriveled by 
rust ;ir.d laok of moisture.' Spring 
grains are ripening too fast and are 
being attacked by rust. 


Com 
made enormous 
growths 


during the week but needs rain bad- 
ly ei'pei -ally in the northern coun- 
ties. Early potatoes are ripening in 
southern Wisconsin two weeks or 
more early with their stand and con- 
dition good. Late planted varieties 
in central and northern commercial 
districts are coming up slowly with 
their stand dotted by rot drying of 
seed. 


The yield of hay, cutting of which 


continued without interruption is 
light; and the quality below aver- 
age. 
Some second crop alfalfa is 


being cut in southern counties with 
a light yield. 


Early tobacco is reported to have 


grown "rapidly during the week and 
to be in danger of too early a har- 
vest. 
The late planted tobacco is 


standing still because of dry soil- 
conditions. 


The harvest of early canning peas 


is completed wi:h a light yield. Late 
peas in southern counties have been 
saved by rain, and in northern coun- 
ties are'at a critical stage because of 
lack of moisture.

were the world in a normal condition of trade 
and enterprise, were men's minds tranquil, and 
nations measni'ably free from debt. But none 
of these favorable conditions prevail. 
Tho 


world's production is curtailed and it) exchangee 
sadly out of joint; over a considerable portion 
of thr world disorder and turmoil are the rule; 
everywhere there it dissatisfaction and unrest; 
meanwhile the nations are staggering under ap- 
palling burdens of debts that have brought them 
to the verge of bankruptcy, 


\ In this condition of affairs who shall say that, 
the world is not ripe for the consideration of 
the lightening of the burdens of military and 
naval establishment!? 
If it is not, the sooner 


we know it the better, for competitive arming 
under present conditions threatens the very ex- 
istence of civilization. The burdens it would 
entail and the conflicts that would be sure to 
follow might easily cause a large part of the 
world to revert to barbarism. 


Will Agree to Disarm 


T 


HE nations of the-earth will agree to a re- 
duction of armaments because in such an 


agreement lies the only promise of relief, the 
only opportunity for world recovery, the only 
hope of world progress. 


In this condition of affairs it ii more than 


thtt I was thinking only of your own political 
welfare. I have been here quite a good many 
years and I have seen many m«n before you 
try to buck th,e machine. They always fail not 
only to accomplish anything here, but eventu- 
ally they are left at home." 


He undoubtedly told the truth at least as he 


saw it, and from bis point-of view was giving 
me good advice, but I continued to be wayward; 
made no apology, bat reiterated my determina- 
tion to follow my own convictions. 


The next day when I came to the House, I 


was still embarrassed. 
It seemed to me that 


everybody was looking at me with Distrust. 
In my humiliation I may have exaggerated 
this, but it did seem ai though everybody was 
trying to «void me and that I wa* already, as 
the ladder had said, an outcast. I wa* so lone- 
some in the House that I-wandered over to the 
Senate. I walked into the Senate and the cham- 
ber was empty. I inquired of an employe whom 
I saw there why the Senate was not in ses- 
sion. "0," said he, "do you not know that this 
is Washington's birthday! 
The Senate read 


Washington's Farewell Address, and adjourned 
out of honor to his memory." 
I remembered 


that the Senate was also Republican by quite a 
largg majority, and J wondered how such an 
unpatriotic thing could happep. L*ter, I ex- 
amined the Congreasipnal Record, and discov- 
ered that the Senate had adj'-.urned upon a mo- 
tion made by the IlepublJcan leader! This gave 
me some consolrftion, because I realized from 
this that what was treason to my party in one 
end of the Capitol was loyalty to the same 
party at fh« other end. 


fortunate, it is providential, that the only na- 
tion whose p«opje might be able to maintain 
enormous war establishments without danger 
of bankruptcy is'a nation that up to this time 
at least has developed no inclination for con- 
quest, no lust for world power. In our peculiar 
situation of strength and resources we have, at 
this juncture of the world's affairs, the greatest 
opportunity ever 
offered a people in all tfie 


tide of time, 


We alone pf all the nations of the earth ean 


suggest and propose a reduction of armaments 
without an admission of weakness and without 
having our motives misunderstood. At a time 
when all the world knows we 'could, if need be. 
increase our war equipment- and our fighting 
forces to an overshadowing size and strength, 
providence has afforded us the opportunity to 
offer the world a lifting ef war burdens and a 
(relief from war dangers which presents to 
much of the world the only road to restoration 
and safety. 
Who shall say that In such a con, 


dition of affairi the world will not gladly listen 
to disarmament proposals? 


As the condition of th« world1* affairs af» 


fords us a wonderful opportunity, jt also layf 
upon us a great duty and responsibility. As 


we are the only nation that can logically and 
without embarrassment propose the limitation of 
•rmamentj, it become* our boundtn duty—a 
duty we can not dodge or escape—to do it, and 
to do it as quickly as we may when conditions 
seem ripe for success. Lei m not forget that 
on the sea, at least, w» were the only nation 
that pursued a great program of expansion 
after the close of the World War, and that it 
is our great 1916 naval program, still being 
carried forward by an army of workmen and 
at vast expense, thnt was the primary cause and 
is the continuous provocation of the competitive 
plans and purposes of other nations. This be- 
ing true, our duty and our obligation to lead 
in the direction of disarmament it M compell- 
ing as our opportunity to do so is unique and 
unusual. 
S 


OME will say, no doubt, "What of these- 
agreements when made? What assurances 


h^ve we that those who may. enter into them 
Will live up to them? Have not treaties been 
treated as scraps of paper and solemn and bind- 
, ing -obligations of the nations been frequently 


repudiated without excuse or even an apology V 
Unfortunately that is true, as the world knows 
by recent and painful experience, and yet we 
must not judge of the probability of the fulfill-- 
menf of voluntary obligations such as are pro- 
posed by the world's experience with treaties, 
which, in the main, have been the harsh terms 
exacted of a defeated people. Furthermore, it 
is one thing to get the world to agree not to 
build up or maintain a great establishment, the 
possession of which is certain to lead to a de- 
sire to use it. -It is quite another thing, how- 
ever, to dissuade a nation possessing such an 
establishment from using it foira wicked and a 
selfish purpose. 


Tho world will, in" my opinion, agree to a 


limitation oT competition in armaments, be- 
cause the world must know that therein lies the 
only hope of solvency and rehabilitation. 
The 


world will keep such engagements and agree- 
ments when entered into, first, because it will 
be for the self-interest of each nation to do so; 
second, because it will be to the interest of all 
to sqe that each keeps its agreement for the 
benefit of all. When the nations put In opera- 
tion a plan that appeals to the enlightened self- 
interest of the major part of the nations the 
probability is that the said major part will see 
to it that the balance of the world lives up to 
its agreements for the general good. 


All history teaches what recent history 


has proven conclusively, that a nation pea- 
sessing a great fighting machine will de- 
velop an inclination to use it; that with the 
growth and maintenance of such an estab- 
lishment there is developed a pride, a jeal- 
ousy, and a false philosophy which urges 
and justifies its use.

NVESTIGATION of the Ku Klux Klfln and the peace officers 


of the city of Austin and the county of Travis in Texas has 


beth ordered by Judge James R. Hamilton in instructions to the 
Travis County grand jury. 


The organization is condemned by the judge as "clandestine 


and unlawful." The demand for a probe follows the posting of 
the Elan's placards, giving warning to "loafers, idlers and evil- 
doers." 


• "All the offenses named in the Ku Klux Klan proclamation 


are condemned by the penal code of this state with a just and 
adequate penalty for each and every violation of the law," Judge 
Hamilton declared in his address to the jurors. The judge re- 
gards the organization of a Elan here as an indictment, by in- 
fereiw, of elected officials. 


After stating the fact that the state constitution guaran- 


tees the right of trial by jury for all accused men, the Judge 
proceeds: 


"You are instructed that no clandestine organization of 


masked men has a right to visit the home of any citizen of this 
state and take the law into their own hands and act as sheriff, 
judge, jury and lord high executioner and in that mode and 
manner mete out punishment to any private citizen." 


Four mob attacks have been recently reported, in addition 


to the fifteen attacked within the last few months. A 20-year- 
old white of Yoakum was tarred and feathered on the same 
night a similar attack was staged In West Columbia, an oil field 
town, in which another white had been attacked a few days be- 
fore.
